When GOLD was arrested, ROSENBERG told CREENGLASS 
again to get out of the country, and gave him $500 in cash. GREENGIASS said this 
was not enough money, and a few days later, on May 28, l^^o, ROSE^ffiERG gave CREEW- 
GUSS ^,000 and told him to leave the country by June U, going by way of Mexico 
*d Sweden or Switzerland to CweChoslovalda. GREESGIASS said he hid this $ii,000 
high in the chimney in the fireplace in his residence at Riving ton Street, New 
York City, and that it has been given to/O. J0H2< ROGGE as a fee. He says that 
ROGGE does not know the source of the ^oney. 


I described in detail In how obscure a manner GREENGLASS had hid the 
money in the chiinney, which, according to GREET^GIASS was in its hiding place 
v*en we had .searched his apartment prior to his arrest. When ROSElvBERG gave 
GRpvGU^/the $h,000, ROSENBERG said that he, too, was going to leave the country, 
ano that^JOEL BARR had left the country. He told GRSENGIASS that when he got to 
Czechos^ovsk ia he would see several people he knows there. 


GREENGIASS and RUTH decided between them not to leave the country. 

They planned to go someplace out of the city— to the mountains— and after ROSEN- 
--BERG had left, planned on retxirning to New York City, GREENGIASS said ROSQffiERG. 
has ^us far been unable to leave the country because he is under constant sur- 
veillance by the FBI. This latter is purely conjecture on the part of OREENGIASS. 

With respect to our interview with RUTH thus far today, her story jibes 
with information we already know, except with one or two minor points wliich we will 
clear up In future interviews. 


^ advised Mr. Lough lin that undoubtedly the Bureau would desire to la- 
med la^ly present this additional information to the Department. I told Mr, 
Loughlin that the situation as it now stands has several problems with various 
aspecte, all of wiiich deserve consideration. I told him that we feel we have 
enough to warrant the issuance of process against ROSEnBEH); that because of the 
latoess of the day and the fact that it is the last business day of the week, to- 
gether with the fact that we have not completed our interviews with DAVID and 
WH GREEI^USS as thoroughly as we would like to, we feel that bringing him in 
»ght now for questioning wuld be premature. Ke would like to have more amuni- 
jn in the way of additional facts from DAVID and RUTH to hit him with in order 
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to make hia break. On the other hand, w© caimot assure the Bureau at all that tf 
we do not bring him in we will be able to keep in full knowledge of his where- 
abouts over the weekend. Because of the neighborhood in wliicb he a 

physical surveillance cannot be conducted discreetly. He lives inc^&iickerbocker 
Village, a city housing development on the Lower East Side, a pushcart district. 
Agents in the neighborhood stand out like sore thumbs. The apartment house in 
Tdiich he lives takes in a full block. There are sulterranean passage-ways to and 
from all the apartments within the block. GREEaJOIASS could go down to the cellar 
in his apartment and cooe out on any one of the four streets fro® aay one of the 
apartments on those streets or from the stores on the streets he might choose. 

The only way we could run a surveillance on him and be assured of his whereabouts 
would be to station a man outside his door. 

So far there is no reason to believe that ROSEiJBEtK* would take a powder 
this weekend. The situation as far as we know is in his mind the same as it 
was last weekerid, with one exception. Tnere was an article in the Journal- 
American Thursday night when GREENGIASS removal proceedings had been adjourned, 
and in the article it stated that SAYPOL and ROGGE had been practically ann-in-ara, 
whereas previously they had been snarling at each other. It was conjectured that 
GREENGIASS might be now cooperating with the Government. In all likelihood ROSEN- 
BERG has seen this article. The GREEIJGLASSSS assure us that they will not tell 
ROSEfiBERC they are cooperating. 

I suggested that if we do not move against ROSE>©ERG tonight, the Bureau 
sanction a discreet surveillance, and we will do what we have been doing on him 
today, namely, keeping track of him without heating him. Of course, tf anything 
develops from his movements idiich indicates he intends to skip, we can tighten 
our surveillancef we will have to use our judgment as the situations arise, I 
requested that the Bureau consider these data and advise us what course they want 
us to follow. 

Later in the evening. Inspector Belmont called. He inquired as to wtien 
we had last seen ROSENBERG. I told him five minutes ago we had placed him in his 
apartment at Riving ton Street^ that he was extremely hot. Ur. Belmont advised that 
the Bureau had already presented information previously on land to the Department, 
and that tiey had not authorised on ROSEJtBERG. The Bureau was att&opting to contact 
the Department to give them the additional information, but it did not appear we 
would have an answer on prosecution over the weekend. The Department does not 
exactly know what it wants to do about RUTH GREE^GLASS. 

l!r. Belmont wanted to know if we knew of any reason why ROSENBS^C should 
attempt to skip this weekend any more than he would have last weekend. I told him
